A N O T H E R TR A G E D Y . 


A W ife R ills H er F a ith le ss H u sb an d and 
E n d s H er O w n L ife. 


A l b a n y (Or.), Jane 12th.—News was re­ 
ceived here to-day of a terrible tragedy en­ 
acted early this m orning seven miles north­ 
east of Lebanon. For about two years 
Grant Aarnspangh has resided with his 
family, consisting of a wife and two chil­ 
dren, in a country home near his parents, 
having moved there from California. The 
sister of Mrs. Aarnspangh has been resid­ 
ing at the home of Aarnspaugh for some 
time. Suspicions circumstances led Mrs. 
Aarnspaugh to believe her husband was 
too intim ate with her sister. 
About 3 o’clock this m orning, missing 
her husband from her bed, and hearing a 
noise in her sister’s room, Mrs. A arns­ 
paugh hastened to the room and entered, 
where she found her sister sitting in her 
husband’s lap in a chair, both in their 
night-robes. 
“This is not the first tim e this has hap­ 
pened,” she said, “and I am going to put a 
stop to it.” 
Producing a revolver, she 
aimed it at her husband and fired, the ball 
entering his breast. 
H e fell to the floor, 
while her sister fled from the room and out 
in the yard. Mrs. A arnspaugh then ended 
the tragedy by shooting herself in the 
heart. 8he died in a short time. 
Mr. Aarnspaugh lived several hours, and 
confessed to the above facts before severa! 
neighbors and men from Lebanon. Justice 
Wallace was called, and with a Coroner’s 
jury found a verdict substantially as stated 
above. 
Yesterday Mrs. Aarnspangh wrote to her 
m other in California, charging her sister 
with working against her and trying to 
break up her home, and there seems little 
doubt that Mrs. Aarnspaugh had|grounds 
for the rash act. 
' 
The 
affair 
caused 
great 
excitement 
throughout the com m unity. The partici­ 
pants in the tragedy were quiet, unassum ­ 
ing people, always rem aining at home and 
associating with but few persons. 
Later particulars of the shooting show 
that Mrs. Aarnspaugh shot her husband 
while he was asleep. She had found her 
sister and husband in a compromising po­ 
sition the night before and had upbraided 
her sister about it, when the guilty couple 
taunted her with threats of eloping to­ 
gether. The wife waited until her hus­ 
band was asleep this m orning and shot 
him , and then killed herself. 
A babe 
lying between them was uninjured. The 
sister ran into the room on hearing the 
shots and found both dying.

F a v o ra b le R ep ort on th e B ill to R eo r­ 
g a n ize Its G overn m en t. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 12th.—Senator E d­ 
munds, from the Committee on Judiciary, 
to-day 
reported 
back favorably, with 
amendments, the bill recently introduced 
by him providing for the reorganization of 
the Government of Utah. 
By the terms of 
the bil| the existing election districts aDd 
apportionm ent of representatives for m em ­ 
bers of the Territorial Legislature are abol­ 
ished, and it is made the duty of the Gov­ 
ernor, Territorial Secretary and Board of 
Commissioners, as soon as practicable after 
the resalt of the censas is made known, to 
redistrict the Territory and m ake a new ap­ 
portionm ent for Legislative purposes. 
The offices of Territorial Auditor, Treas­ 
urer, Commissioners to locate University 
lands, Probate Judges, County Clerks, Se­ 
lectmen, Assessors, Recorders and Super­ 
intendents of District Schools are vacated, 
and the appointm ent of fill these officers 
vested in the Governor, subject to the ap­ 
proval of the Board of Commissioners. 
The Board of Commissioners is author­ 
ized, in its discretion, to cause a new regis­ 
tration of voters in Utah, and to make and 
enforce rules and regulations, not incon­ 
sistent with the laws of the United States, 
for the conduct and regulation of elections 
in the Territory.

ure Society of Philadelphia, and $2.500 for 
the California Ladies’ Silk Culture Society ; 
also an appropriation of $2,500 to Professor 
Joseph Newman for experim enting with 
the native silk-worm of Calilornia. The 
only section of the agricultural bill relating 
to silk culture is one appropriating $20,000 
for experiments to be carried on in the 
District of Columbia. 
The civil sundry appropriation bill car­ 
ries also the following items of interest to 
the Pacific coast: 
For lighthouses in the 
Columbia and W illiaraette rivers, in Ore­ 
gon; the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers in California, and on Puget Sound 
and 
adjacent 
waters; 
for the Benicia 
arsenal, at Benicia, Cal., for grading around 
the reservoir, building a road to the reser­ 
voir, constructing a close wooden fence and 
brick drains, and extending the masonry 
upon tbe em bankm ent of the reservoir, 
$3.000; for continuing the tide observations 
on the Pacific coast at Kodiak, Alaska, in 
Saucelito and San Francisco, CaL, $2,500; 
for the maintenance and ordinary expenses 
(including the pay of the officers and em ­ 
ployes), of the quarantine stations includ­ 
ing San Diego, San Francisco and Port 
Townsend, $50,000; for the industrial and 
prim ary education of children of school 
age in the Territory of Alaska, w ithout 
reference to race, $50,000.

IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , Ju n e l'Jth.—In th e Senate to­ 
day P latt gave notice th a t im m ediately after 
consideration ot the silver bill he would ask 
the Senate to consider the bill for the adm ission 
of Wyoming. 
Among the bills reported from com m ittees 
and placed on the calendar w ere two Senate 
bills to am end the polygamy laws, and the 
House legislative, executive and judicial appro­ 
priation bill. 
liavis presented a conference report on the 
dependent pension bill. 
He proceded to e x ­ 
plain it. 
As to the question of dependent 
parents, he sa>'d th at all the change m ade by 
the bill from the existing law was w here the 
existing law required the dependency to exist 
at the tim e of the soldier’s death, the pending 
m easure m erely required the dependency at 
the tim e of the application. The pension of 
dependent parents is th e same as under the 
existing law. 
lie w ent on to sav that the House 
substitute contained a provision for service 
pensions for the benefit ot all who had reached 
the age of sixty years. T hat has been the sub­ 
stan tial point ol difference between the con­ 
ferees. 
As a result of m uch discussion and considera­ 
ble altercation, th at feature has been elim i­ 
nated, and th e conferees agreed to strike out the 
words “ And who are dependent of th eir daily 
labor or on contribution of others not legally 
bouud to support them .” The Senate bill had 
fixed the rate of pensions unqualifiedly at $12 a 
m onth. The couferees agreed to a pension not 
exceeding $12 and not less th an $6. 
As to tbe 
widows and m inor children, the provisions of 
the Senate bill had been substantially to grant 
a pension to a widow of not less th an $12 a 
m onth, irrespective of the soldier’s death, 
w hether attn b u tab le to service or not. T nat 
provision has been the subject of considerable 
discussion in the conference, ami the result has 
been a com bination of both the Senate and 
House provisions. The bill would add about 
forty-two m illions p tr year to the cost of )>en- 
sions. The report w ent over and was ordered 
printed. 
The Senate silver bill was then taken up, and 
Evatts addressed the senate. 
He characterized the Act of 1873 
as "a 
m urderous thrust" at silver. After a review of 
the international conference on the question of 
silver, out of w hich nothing had come, he said, 
now, for th e first tim e in the progress of the 
m atter of redress, the question confronted the 
Republican party, w hich had a m ajority in 
each house and the control of executive power. 
It w as for th a t power to determ ine th at the 
interval of lassitude and delay should be no 
ionger extended. The people ot the United 
States, through th eir representatives in the two 
houses of Congress, and in th eir election of the 
executive head. had. in his opinion, determ ined 
th at they would notallow disgrace and disorder 
to continue, either in regard to their dom estic 
money, or their m oney in relation to commerce, 
Congress was now prepared for the adoption, in 
one lorm or another, of a m easure w hich, as 
ccm pa'ed w ith anything that had been done in 
th e interval betw een 1873 and 1890, was like the 
step of a giant as com pared w ith th at of a sick 
m an. 
speaking of the proposed opening of Am eri­ 
can m ints to the silver of the world, Evarts 
said w ith the difference in ratios (15% in Europe 
and 16 in this country) th at m easure would be 
utterly im practicable, especially if it w as de­ 
sired alone to cause the opening of the m ints 
abroad to silver. The proposition to reteive 
silver bul ion over the counter of the Treasury 
and pay for it in certificates, leaving the tra n ­ 
saction at the w ill of the ow ner ot the bullion, 
never approved itself to his jndgm eut. Money 
can never safely be treated as a com m odity. 
It should Dot be treated as anything but the 
force and propulsion of circulation. 
Vance spoke in favor of the unlim ited coinage 
of silver. 
Morgan began a free-eoinage speech, but 
w ithout concluding yielded to a m otion to ad­ 
journ.

“ IX THE HOUSE. 
W a sh in g to n, Ju n e 12th.—In th e House, to­ 
day, a vote was taken on agreeing to the con­ 
ference report on the anti-trust bill. It resulted 
—Yeas. 1 ; nays, 115. 
Stew art ot Verm ont m oved a iu rth er confer­ 
ence, w ith instructions to the House conferees 
to recede from the House am endm ent, as agreed 
to in the conference. The am endm ent was 
m ade to read: “ Every contract of agreem ent 
entered into for the purpose of preventing com ­ 
petition in the transportation o f persons or 
property from one State or Territory into an­ 
other, so th at the rates of such transportation 
m ay be raised above w hat is just and reasona­ 
ble, should be declared uulaw ful w ithin the 
m eaning of th is Act, and nothing in the Act 
shall be deem ed or held to im pair tbe powers of 
the several States in respect óf any oi the m at­ 
ters in this Act m entioned.” 
Stewart dem anded the previous question on 
his m otion.

T he House then w ent into Com m ittee of the 
W hole on the agricultural appropriation bill. 
T he com m ittee soon rose and the bill passed. 
T he Honse th en took a recess. 
At the evening session th e follow ing bills 
■were passed in th e House: For a new light­ 
house tender in th e T hirteenth I.ighthouse Dis­ 
trict, w ith headquarters at Portland. Or : to re­ 
organize and establish a Custom collection dis­ 
trict on Puget Sound. 
Finley of K entucky acted as objector to­ 
night. and allow ed only a few bills to come to 
passage, consequently the session was a short 
ODe.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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THE IMPROVEMENT ELECTION. 
The legal notice for the improvement 
election has been published, and if any 
citizen has any doubt at all regarding the 
terms of the proposed borrowing from the 
future, the official document should he ex­ 
amined. The bonds to he issued are to be 
known as serials, and one-twentieth of 
the issue will lie paid each year. It is 
provided that no more i>onds shall be is­ 
sued than are required for each year’s 
work, so that we are by no means to incur 
an indebtedness of $100,000 at once, and 
possibly we may never issue to the full 
amount. 
The election is to give the city authori­ 
ties power within the maximum sum to 
aid street improvement to the extent of 
one-fourth the cost of street work. We 
look upon the proposition as a wise one. 
It is in the line of approved economy and 
ought to be adopted. Indeed, we enter­ 
tain no doubt of its acceptance by the 
voters. There is no money to be taken 
out of the city under the scheme, but 
whatever we raise is to be expended here, 
and in a manner to enhance values, beautify 
the city, invite capital to investment and 
encourage large private expenditure in 
the way of building and of general ground 
and architectural improvement. In Stock­ 
ton. where a similar proposition prevailed 
this week, the iieople were so pleased with 
the result that they celebrated the event 
with a procession, banners, martial music 
and general rejoicing. They know there 
what the inlluence of public-spirited 
action is upon a town, and we may well 
pattern after them. 
Should the proposition by any mishap 
be defeated, the physical and moral effect 
will lie very disastrous to this city, and we 
cannot afford to invite disasters to Sacra­ 
mento in such a time as this. It is notice­ 
able that already some citizens have begun 
to suggest “ifs” and “buts”—that is to say, 
they will vote for the plan “if” street im­ 
provement is done this way or that way ; 
“if" a grade is established thus or a drain­ 
way laid in a particular way, and so on. 
Now, if any such spirit as this is to de­ 
velop to an extent so great as to endanger 
the proposition, we had lietter withdraw 
the scheme and not be made victims of 
the shame of defeat. 
The proposition is a simple one, and 
must be voted upon without any reserva­ 
tions. It is not in the (lower of any one to 
attach provisos to it as to how the grades 
shall be established. Trust must be re­ 
posed in those placed by the people in 
authority; a majority must rule, and those 
in the minority should gracefully yield 
their personal views and manfully, and as 
high-minded citizens, join the proceasion 
when once the methods of improvement 
are decided upon. I Kit us have no strings 
attached to the pro|iosition, hut a fair, 
«piare vote whether we will get up out of 
the rut of inactivity and sluggishness, or 
wallow in the mud for all time to come, 
and see capital, manufactures and popula­ 
tion pass us by in favor of cities like 
Etockton, where they venture something 
to secure much. 
It would be a glorious thing to have the 
proposition for improvement carry with­ 
out a dissenting vote; it would be such an 
exhibition as to attract world attention- 
That is, however, too much to hope for, 
but we do look forward to much more than 
a two-thirds majority. It is necessary, 
however, to be vigilant. Elections of this 
order are carried by affirmative votes only; 
by personal exertions on the part of pub­ 
lic-spirited and far-seeing citizens. They 
must, to use a vulgarism which is expres­ 
sive if not graceful, “get in and work.” 
Not on the day of election only, but now, 
and every day from this date to the hour 
of the closing of the polls. This is a cry 
from the Macedonia of retrogression. It is 
an appeal for the Capital City, which 
needs missionaries among her own. The 
voters who are so short-sighted as to oppose 
the improvement plan must lie reasoned 
with, and however set they may be, per­ 
chance they may yield to the desire of 
their fellow-townsmen because of the per­ 
sistency of appeal, if for nothing more. 
SAN FRANCISCO CONSISTENCY. 
We confess to a feeling of exasperation 
over the course of the San Francisco jour­ 
nals, with one or two honorable exceptions. 
Here is nearly the whole pack in full cry 
after the athletic clubs, so called, denounc­ 
ing them as abominations ou account of 
the killing of one slogger by another brute 
in the arena of one of the clubs. Indeed, 
it reallv seems as if the English language 
has failed the San Francisco press as a 
medium of expressing indignation at the 
malign influences of these so-called ath­ 
letic organizitions, and we have seriously 
thought of suggesting to our contempora 
ries to try Volapuk or consult Milwaukee 
resolutions on the Bennett law for lan­ 
guage sufficiently vigorous. 
But this same press that tires not with 
pointing out that the influence of the 
slogging clubs is, and all along has been, 
demoralizing and tarnishing to the whole 
im m unity, old and young, all classes and 


kinds of people, none escaping the smut­ 
ting, is dead silent as to its own part in 
the viciousness. We venture to say that 
had not the press of the metropolis ex­ 
erted itself as it has to report the slogging 
matches and “finish fights” with circum­ 
stantiality, laudation, elaborate detail, 
much illustration and all that, slogging in 
San Francisco woald have been greatly 
less damaging to the community, and by 
this time would have practically died out. 
But this same now indignant newspaper 
press has for two and a half years given up 
very much of its space to announcement 
and description of matches, to long and 
laudatory accounts of the battles, to ex­ 
tended and fulsome personal sketches of a 
crowd of non-producing loafers and brutal 
face-smashers who, as a rule, ought to be 
at service for the State by compulsion and 
force» I to earn a decent living by the sweat 
of honest labor. Did our cotemporaries 
dream that they could continue to sow 
such seed and not reap a harvest full and 
shameful? Did they claim tobe molders and 
exponents of public opinion and influences 
of great moment, and still not expect the 
people to be smirched by their efforts to 
brutalize tastes and stimulate the love for 
savagery ? 


T h e pith and core of the McKinley 
Revenue bill is thus set forth in a few 
sententious expressions by its author in 
the last number of the North American 
Review. The resume, as made by him, 
possesses therefore peculiar interest, as 
presenting what he claims the measure 
will accomplish if it becomes law. He 
says: 
It Is said that the legislation proposed in the 
Fitty-flrst Congress is even more restrictive than 
auy Drevious legislation, and that, if carried 
out, it will amount to little less than a “Chi­ 
nese wall” around our coast line. The bill 
pending in the House, on the basis oi last year’s 
importations, places upon the free list imports 
to the value of 8109,232,080, upon which the 
Government last year collected in duties $60,­ 
936,536. which, added to the free imports of the 
last fiscal year, will amount to 8366.806,710, and 
deducted from the dutiable imports of the last 
fiscal year, reduces the value of the dutiable 
imports to 8375,624,687. The pending legisla­ 
tion, therefore, will make free, without restraint 
or burden. 8366,806.810 in value of foreign pro­ 
ducts, and will diminish the dutiable importa­ 
tions from 8481,431,398 to 8375,624,687: which 
will make an average duty upon all importa­ 
tions of about 27 per cent., and a reduction of 
tariffs to the amount of about 10 per cent., in­ 
stead of a iarge increase, as seems to be the 
popular impression. It will be seen, accord­ 
ingly, that about 50 per cent.—on the basis of 
the importations of last year—will be free and 
50 per cent, dutiable; while the proportion of 
free imports under the Mills bill (had it become 
a law) would not have been greater than 10 per 
cent. 
T h e American Captain who refused to 
haul down the American flag on the 
steamer he is plying on the St. Lawrence 
river, because a British band desired to 
come aboard and play for coin for a picnic 
party, is a level-headed fellow. If an 
American bottom was good enough to hire 
to carry British excursionists, the latter 
could afford to endure the stars and 
stripes. The ultra fine point that the 
British officer in command of the military 
band put upon the case is ludicrous—that 
it would lie improper to permit an Eng­ 
lish enlisted band to play on a vessel 
floating the American flag. What harm 
could the flag do the sensibilities of Great 
Britain by floating over an English band 
engaged in a purely commercial way to 
play for coin for an excursion ? If the 
band could with propriety ride upon an 
American bottom, it could with equal 
propriety play beneath the flag that alone 
should float over such a bottom. 


ALMOST A TRAGEDY. 


K e m i.e r , it is at last decided, is to die 
as the laws of New York direct—by elec­ 
tric shock. The one thing that the coun­ 
try needs protection against now is that 
class of reckless and foolish newspaper 
men who insist upon coining outrageous 
words to fit the new form of dealing 
death. Once for all let it be understood 
that one put to death under mandate of 
the law is executed, no matter what the 
instrument employed. Let us lie spared 
“electrocuted”—a monstrosity with neither 
root, sense nor meaning. Let no one have 
the temerity to again propose “shockuted 
as did a rash journal in New York—still, 
it is as sensible as the first-named vul­ 
garism, which two S3n Francisco papers 
have had the bad taste to adopt. 


I n forecasting the whelming in the waters 
of the sea of the whole of New Zealand 
within the next fifty years, an Euglish 
geologists says that 
not an island 
has risen or sunk from sight in the 
Pacific in thirty-four years—in short, 
that Nature is resting now, prepara­ 
tory to making a mighty effort that 
will work wonderful changes in the face 
of the Western Hemisphere. If Nature 
will kindly “hold on” until we are through 
with this mortal obligation to rustle along 
a few years, she can heave at will, without 
any protest on our part. 


I f Kennan's relation of the condition 
of the Russian prisons was not true, why 
did the official censors “black out” the 
pages of the Century Magazine containing 
Kenn3n’s text? In Russia the magazine 
could reach only the educated classes, and 
if Kennan lied, the best possible refuta­ 
tion would be manifested fearlessness of 
his stories by permitting the magazine to 
circulate unlimited. The fact is, as the 
Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette put it, “the 
blacking out was a confession of the truth 
of the recital.” 


T h e Convention of German Catholics 
in Milwaukee resolved: “We concede 
the right of the State to interfere with 
private schools only in case they are in 
conflict with public order or the laws of 
morality.” Very well; it is necessary to 
public order and the conservation of good 
citizenship that »11 American children 
should lie taught to read the language in 
which the laws are printed, and that is 
the official toDgue of the government of 
the State and nation.

She Receives a Shot Through the Arm 
From the Pistol of Horse- 
Trainer S. A. Cooper. 


An unfortunate affair occurred in the 
northeastern portion of the city last night 
that came very near being a tragedy. A 
few minutes after 11 o clock a man drove 
rapidly up to the police station and reported 
that a woman had been shot on Twenty- 
second street, between I and J. A Recobd- 
Union reporter was present and at once 
hastened to that locality.

Mr. Cooper is a very small man, weigh­ 
ing not over 120 pounds. He is a horse- 
trainer, and apparently a very inoffensive 
person. He said himself and family were 
asleep, when about 11 o’clock, they were 
awakened by a banging at tbe front door 
of their little cottage on the corner of the 
alley between I ana J streets. He asked 
who was there, and receiving no answer, 
arose and look his pistol from beneath his 
pillow aDd went toward the door. 
Again he asked who was at the door, and 
still receiving no response, Mrs. Cooper 
went to the door and inquired what was 
wanted. The only response was a repe­ 
tition of the tattoo upon the door. 
Cooper was now satisfied that it was 
some enemy who wanted to get him out­ 
side for the purpose of assaulting him, or 
perhaps some desperado who desired to 
eet inside, so he raised his pistol and fired 
three shots through the door. 
A succession of shrieks followed, and 
then he and his wife realized that a terri­ 
ble mistake had been made, as they recog­ 
nized the voice of an elderly lady named 
Williams, a neighbor, and they ran out 
and led her into tbe bouse. 
Help was called, and she was taken 
across the street to her own home. A 
druggist living near by was called, and he 
found that a bullet had passed through the 
fleshy part of her right arm, about five 
inches below the shoulder. He bandaged 
the wound ami a messenger was sent for 
City Physician Nichols.

THE CELEBBATION. 
OF 


L ively M eeting o f th e E x ecu tiv e Com ­ 
m itte e —H ow th e M oney W ill 
b e U sed. 


The Fourth of July Executive Committee 
met laat evening, W. S. Leake in the chair. 
A communication was read from Misa 
Carol Crouse of San Francisco in reference 
to a song which she desired to sing at the 
celebration. The letter was referred to the 
Literary Committee. 
Secretary of State Hendricks was present 
and stated that he was afraid the newly- 
filled portion of the Capitol Park would be 
seriously injured if the firtfworks were to 
be displayed there. Still, he did not wish 
to say that it could not be done, and if the 
committee felt that it could not get along 
without the use of the grounds, he would 
dislike to refuse his consent. 
Mr. Gilbert said the people would hardly 
be satisfied without a pyrotechnic display. 
The sub-committee having the matter in 
charge proposed to get up a display possess­ 
ing new and interesting features. 
He 
closed by moving that the committee ask 
for the use of the grounds. 
Frank T. Johnson moved to amend by 
deciding not to ask the Capitol Commis'- 
sioners to grant the use of the grounds for 
fireworks on this occasion. 
R. D. Stephens thought it would be a sad 
disappointment to the public not to have a 
pyrotechnic display, and he thought they 
could manage to get along without serious 
injury to the grounds. 
C. W. Baker was opposed to having set 
fireworks on the new grounds. 
B. B. Brown thought the crowd could be 
kept off the newly-improved portion of the 
park. 
R. B. Harmon thought some better place 
could be found. 
F. T. Johnson said the fireworks could 
be held in Agricultural Park or on the 
river. 
Mr. Stephens said the river would not do, 
as the wharves along its front were unsafe. 
The discussion having ended, the roll 
was called on Mr. Johnson’s amendment to 
Mr. Gilbert’s motion, and it was carried by 
a vote of 10 to 7. 
Mr. Gilbert, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, reported that he could safelv 
say that the committee would receive at 
least $3,250, and possibly $3,500. 
The Chairmen of the Invitation, Print­ 
ing and Literary Committees reported prog­ 
ress. The latter reported that the use of 
the Assembly Chamber had been secured 
for the exercises. 
Judge Van Fleet, of the same committee, 
reported that the Chairman had made a 
mistake in not asking for more money. It 
would take at least $125 to carry out the 
plans of the committee. 
An additional $50 was voted the com­ 
mittee. 
General T. W. Sheehan from the Music 
Committee, reported propositions from the 
Hussar Band, Artillery Band and Grand 
Army Drum Corps, for their services dur­ 
ing the day and evening. 
The proposals were as follows: 
Hussar Band—Twenty-one men for the 
parade, at $10 per man and $2 extra for 
leader and business manager. 
For the 
literary exercises, 21 men at $3 each and $1 
extra for leader and\bnsiness manager. 
For evening concert, 21 men, the same as 
the last. Two bands, one of 18 and one ot 
15, to be furnished if needed. 
First Artillery Band—Ten dollars per 
man for the parade; $3 per man for the 
literary exercises, and $3 per man for the 
concert or fireworks, with $5 for the leader 
and manager. 
Grand Army Drum Corps—Sixty dollars 
for the parade. 
After some discussion over the matter, 
the Music Committee was authorized to 
employ the First Artillery and Hussar 
bands, and to use their own judgment as to 
the Drum Corps. 
Mr. Gilbert, of the Finance Committee, 
reported that the action of the Executive 
Committee had handicapped the sub-com­ 
mittee's efforts by voting against the use of 
Capitol Park. He knew of no other place 
suitable for the purpose, and as they had 
fixed upon Capitol Park he did not see 
how they could make any report. 
Professor Atkinson thought that Agri­ 
cultural Park would be just the place. 
W. B. Miller said that fireworks were 
held at Agricultural Park years ago, and 
he did not believe the public would object 
to going there. 
Mr. Gilbert said that perhaps Agricult­ 
ural Park would answer, and the commit­ 
tee would ask for $1,000 for fireworks. 
General Sheehan thought that a suitable 
exhibition could be given in front of the 
Capitol, and he believed that it would give 
more satisfaction to the people, especially 
the little folks, to use some of the money 
for a fine mardi-gras exhibition. It was a 
waste of money to have a lot of set pieces, 
but a few fine ones could be set off at the 
junction of Tenth aud M streets. 
Mr. Gilbert said the very object of the 
committee was to do away with set pieces 
and to have something new and novel. 
A. J. Johnston coincided with the views 
of General Sheehan. 
He thought that 
$500 would be sufficient for such an exhi­ 
bition. and $500 could be given toward the 
athletic exhibition. 
He moved to amend 
Mr. Gilbert’s motion to that effect. 
Mr. Gilbert said that they could not get 
along with $500 and carry out their plans. 
It would take at least $800. There had 
been several propositions laid before the 
committee—a mardi gras display, a re­ 
gatta aud an athletic exhibition. 
Prof. Atkinson could not see how a re­ 
gatta and athietic exhibition could be 
given at the same time. 
The former 
seemed to be quite superfluous. 
Elwood Bruner said it would cost the 
Athletic Club about $500 to get up a good 
exhibition. This bad been demonstrated 
by the two entertainments already given 
by the club. He ventured to say that such 
an entertainment would be as fine a feat 
urr as any that could be given. 
J. W. Reeves favored as many features 
as possible. The Horribles bad collected 
$200, and would require $300 more. He 
thought the money should be divided as 
fairly as possible. 
Chairman Leake said it had been demon­ 
strated that the Amusement Committee 
was not ready to report, and he thought 
that it should formulate its programmeand 
decide upon what sum each feature would 
require, and then report. 
R. B. Harmon moved that a regatta be 
given. 
Aft»r some discussion the motion was 
lost, Mr. Harmon only voting aye. 
Mr. 8tepbens then moved that the spe- 
cial-amusement features of the day, outside 
of the parade, be restricted to the athletic 
exhibition, the horriblee and the fireworks. 
C. W. Baker spoke against the athletic 
exhibition, on the ground that it bore no 
relation to the proper observance of the 
Fourth of July. 
Mr. Stephens was allowed to amend his 
motion so as to first provide that the ath­ 
letic exhibition shall be given, in order to 
get the sense of the meeting. 
The motion was decided in the affirma­ 
tive. Mr. Baker only voting no. 
On the question as to tbe horrible parade 
being a feature, it was so decided in the af­ 
firmative. 
Similar action was taken in regard to the 
fireworks. 
The Programme and Parade Committees 
asked for further time. It was announced 
that a feature of the parade would be a 
mercantile display. 
The firemen wanted 
$125. the vegetablemen $100. the Grand 
Marshal $100, and tbe 8ignal Corps $30. 
These sums were voted by tbe commit­ 
tee, amounting to $355. 
Mr. Stephens then moved that the fol­ 
lowing sums be appropriated: Fireworks. 
$900; athletic club, $500, and Horribles 
§300 
" Mr. Harmon moved to strike off $400 
from the appropriation for fireworks. (Not 
seconded.) 
Mr. Leake advocated $900 for tbe fire­ 
works. He thought Mr. Gilbert was en­ 
titled to it, as it was largely owing to bis 
efforts that such a fair showing had been 
made by tbe Finance Committee. 
On beiDg p u t to a vote, $900 was voted 
for firew orks. 
'* 
Mr. Leake suggested that a committee be 
appointed to wait upon the City Trustees 
next year before tbe taxes are levied and 
to urge a small tax levy for that purpose. 
Mr. Brown made a motion to that effect, 
and it was carried. 
Mr. Ennis moved that a committee of 
three" from the Horribles be asked to act in 
conjunction with the Executive Commit­ 
tee. So ordered. 
The sum of $50 was allowed for finng 
salutes, and $14 to the Mexican Veterans 
for conveyances. 
Adjourned till Tuesday evening next, at 
tbe Capital Hotel.

AMUSEMENTS. 


Monday and Tuesday evenings next 
Wm. H. Crane, tbe well-known comedian, 
supported by the New York 8tar Theater 
troupe, will appear at the Metropolitan 
Theater, in the comedy “The Senator.” 
Mr. Crane and the present company played 
the piece one hundred and twenty-five con­ 
secutive nights in New York. 'The same 
organization has been playing the piece at 
tbe Bush-street Theater for fonr weeks to 
crowded hooses. Mr. Crane was billed 
also for Los Angeles, Stockton, Oakland, 
Fresno, and other points in the State, but 
each was the demand for tbe play in San 
Francisco that tbe managers cancelled all 
other engagements except that of Sacra­ 
mento. That engagement Mr. Crane in­ 
sisted should be kept, because in this city he 
made his first success npon tbe coast. Here 
he played his earliest great engagements, 
and from Sacramento audiences be received 
encouragement that had very mnch to do 
with ahaping his career. It will be recalled 
that he was given a clear benefit by admir­ 
ers in Sacramento a few years ago that was 
one of tbe most remarkable of record for 
its spontaneity, financial success and gen­ 
eral enthusiasm. Mr. Crane is a capital 
comedian: be has developed all that Sacra­ 
mento audiences forecast for him, and be 
will doubtless receive a most cordial wel­ 
come on bis visit.

The prices for the engagement are 
the same that obtained in San Francisco, 
the company being one of high cost to the 
management.

The McNeill Club, by twenty-seven of 
its members, and assisted by sixteen lady 
vocalists of the city and two professional 
singers—Miss Manfred and Mr. Wilkie— 
and by an orchestra of fourteen pieces, all 
under tbe musical direction of W. H. Kin­ 
ross and tbe stage direction of Albert 
Hart, produced the comic opera, “The 
Pirates 
of 
Penzance,” at the Metro­ 
politan Theater last night to a good 
but not 
a 
crowded house. 
Leading 
parts were assumed by Messrs. Blair, 
Crocker, Lovedal and Millikin, of tbe clnb, 
who acquitted themselves well. Of tbe 
ladies, Misses Lynn, Millikin, Pullman 
and Casedy bad named parts in tbe cast. 
They bad but brief scores to sing, and 
with parbaps an exception, were evidently 
embarrassed—a matter not at all surpris­ 
ing. The chief roles were assumed excel­ 
lently by Louise Manfred, well known 
here as soprano of tbe Pyke Opera Com­ 
pany, and Alfred Wilkie, a good tenor, 
with a strong and a dramatic voice. 
Both sang their score well and received 
warm approval from tbe audience. Miss 
Manfred responding to one of several en­ 
cores the auditors tendered. Tbe orches­ 
tration was excellent. The ladies, as a 
group, did not constitute a shower of Sac­ 
ramento beauty, but as a chorus they were 
entirely successful and deserve full ac­ 
knowledgment for their effort. Tbe men’s 
chorus was not less effective, and the two 
combined was certainly a strong, well-bal­ 
anced and well-disciplined body of choras 
singers, very much superior indeed to the 
professional choruses M. A. Kennedy and 
Miss Melville provided for their support 
when the “Pirates” was s u D g here some 
years ago. Tbe opera is essentially a 
chorus opera, though there are two pretty 
solos, two charming duets and two trios 
that win applause and deserve it. But tbe 
chorus singing bears the burden and the 
three divisions—the “Pirates,” the “Gen­ 
eral’s Daughters” and the “Police Squad” 
—were good last night. Unquestionably 
they will be stronger and more confident 
and practically free from embarrassment, 
and therefore make tbe performance more 
enjoyable this evening, when the opera 
will be repeated. It is a less ambitions ef­ 
fort ou the part of the McNeill Club than 
either of its previous operatic ventures; 
the opera itself has less of appeal to the 
popular ear, and it calls for less effortful 
vocalista. It is a shorter opera, also, beiDg 
a two-act composition. It is, nevertheless, 
a pleasant opera, easily within the capacity 
ot the clnb and its assistants, and its pre­ 
sentation affords a pleasant evening’s enter­ 
tainment.

To further this, the following letter has 
been sent out to all affiliating counties : 
“ Werespectfully urgeall counties, Cham­ 
bers of Commerce and local Boards of 
Trade having mineral resources in their 
respective localities to make an exhibit at 
the rooms of this Board and on ‘California 
on Wheels.’ 
“It is oar wish that this part of the ex­ 
hibition be as varied and extensive as pos­ 
sible, in order that it may be made one of 
tbe prominent features. This is a matter 
of great importance. California, so rich in 
mineral wealth, should not be without a 
representation of jewels that have made 
her famous, and still constitute her the 
wonder of the world. Information regard­ 
ing packing and forwarding cheerfully fur­ 
nished on application.''

L00KD1G FOR HOPS. 


ANOTHER PROMINENT LONDON 
FACTOR IN THE CITY. 
HOF 


P acific C oast H ops G row ing in F av o r 


W ith F o reig n B rew ers—A d v an tag es 
o f A m erican G row ers. 


William Noakes, senior member of the 
firm of Wm. Noakes, 8on & Collard, of 
London, England, is in the city, interview­ 
ing hop men and looking oat for the inter­ 
ests of his house. Mr. Noakes is the third 
prominent London hop factor who has 
visited Sacramento daring the past two 
weeks, which wonld seem to indicate that 
Calitornia hops are likely to be in demand 
in England this year. 
A representative of the Record-Uniok 
had a conversation with Mr. Noakes yes­ 
terday, daring which that gentleman said: 
“I have been aronnd a good bit since I 
came ont here, and I am very much im­ 
pressed with your lovely climate and 
your wonderful horticultural and agricult­ 
ural advantages. I find that the amount 
of hops we have left is nnprecedentedlv 
small—smaller even than we bad in 1882, 
the high-price year. That, I gather, is 
about tbe state of things here. 
“A grower was complaining to me yes­ 
terday about the haidness of tbe case of 
the California hop-growers. He thought 
that the California bop-grower or Ameri­ 
can hop-grower was not appreciated in 
England. I pointed out to bim that his 
case was nothing compared to that of the 
English hop-grower. He is protected by 
the tariff, while the Englishman must 
contend with the whole world with his 
bands tied. 
“Again, it is an acknowledged fact that 
the Pacific coast hops have risen in the 
estimation of brewers very considerably 
within the last few years—first, owing to 
the equable climatic conditions, aud, 
next, because you are able to produce a 
more regular sample, both as to color and 
quality. Your fine, bright color is a much 
more important factor in the market than 
generally supposed. Besides, you have 
improved your quality very much in the 
last few years. There was a good rise last 
fall, which has been fully maintained, and 
from present appearances the prospects for 
the comine crop are flattering.* 
“The latest reports I have from home 
speak of ‘fly’ to some extent. That is al­ 
ways a danger, and, to some extent, occurs 
every year more or less, to be developed or 
not as the weather favors it or otherwise. 
Of course it is too early yet to judge of the 
efiect of ‘fly’ for this year. It may be­ 
come an important element and it may 
not. But independent of the recent ap­ 
pearance of ‘fly’ our market is ruling very 
firm, owing to short supplies. 
“Pacific coast hops have been improved 
by more care in picking and curing, which 
is very important, particularly in getting 
them picked free from leave3. The grow­ 
ers should not forget the importance of 
this. Another thiDg is to get bales as even 
in size as possible. Two hundred pounds 
is the best size. 
“The growers have had four or five years 
of adversity, but I think the turning point 
has come and that, if they keep up the 
qualify, they will have several years of 
prosperity. No other article, except tea, is 
judged so critically as hops, hence the 
necessity of care in picking and cunng. 
The taste for German hops in England has 
been losing ground rapidly as compared 
witb American hops, and the latter are 
coming more and more into demand.”
